Americans Land After

Washington, D.C., July 28.—[Special.}— 
American marines and bluejackets were 
landed in Port Au Prince, Haiti, todey 
and have taken charge following the revo- 
lutionary upheaval culminating in the 
violation of the French legation and the 
execution of President Vilbrun Guillaume, 
who had taken refuge there. 

Rear Admiral Caperton, who arrived 
at Port Au Prince on board the cruiser 
Washington this noon, has only 150 ma- 
rines and the crew of the Washington 
available as a landing force in the Haitian 
capital. One hundred additional marines 
are being sent to his aid on board the 
collier Jason, which left Guantanamo, 
Cuba, today and should arrive at Port Au 
Prince tomorrow morning.

Messages Tell Guillaume’s Fate. 

The state department received mes- 
sages from Chargé d'Affairs Davis telling 
of the assassination of President Guil- 
laume. A mob stormed the French lega- 
tion, where Guillaume had taken refuge 
yesterday when the rebels seized the gov- 
ernment palace, shortly before noon. The 
mob was composed of relatives andi 
friends of the seventy politica] priseners. 
who were executed yesterday by Gull- 
laume's orders. aE 

M. Girard, French minister to Haiti, pro- 
tested against the violation of the lega- 
tion, but was powerless before the in- 
furiated citizens. Guillaume was dragged 
before the building and shot to death. 
Even then the anger of the people was 
not appeased. The body was dismem- 
bered and the crowd paraded the streets 
wit portions of the body on poles. Later 
several women gathered the remains of 
the president and buried them in a cem- 
etery outside the capital. 


Drastic Action Is 
There are many indications that the 
events of the last forty-eight hours in 
Haiti will be the occasion of much more 
drastic action by the United States gov- 
ernment than has ever been taken there. 
That the forces landed today may re- 
main until Haiti has been thoroughly 
cleaned up and a new government estab- 
lished by and under the control of the 
United States ig regarded as a strong 
possibility. : 
There is no doubt in the minds of offi- 
cials here that the French government 
will be heard from quickly on the viola- 
tion of the French legation. This is re- 
garded as one of the moat serious offenses 
in the calendar and one that will require 
the most complete apology and repara- 
tion. It is fully expected that the French 
government will bring the matter to the 
attention of the United States at once 
with a demand for prompt action by this 
government. 
According to official advices, there is no 
government in Haiti, and chaos and an- 
archy prevail. The rebels are nominally 
in control, but they have not yet organized 
any government. 


LIFE BURDEN; ENDS ALL. 


Husband of Mrs. Fannie Salak 
Who Perished in Disaster Dis- 
covered Dead in Lonely Home. 


‘The grave in which they buried Mrs.

Salak was a janitor in the Western 
Electric plant at Hawthorne.

They 
were sititng side by side when the East- 
land overturned them into the river. 

For hours after he had been rescued, 
Balak sought his wife. What he fnally 
found was her body. Tuesday he buried 
her in Resurrection cemetery. 

Salak’s brother Joseph, who lives at 
2648 Luther avenue, accompanied him to 
his deserted home at 2644 South Kildare 
avenue.

Secretary of Commerce William 
C. Redfield and Gen. George Uhler, 
supervising inepector general of the 
steamboat inspection service, were 
ashed a series of questions yester- 
day by “The Tribune” regarding 
the adequacy of the service and the 
proposed investigation of the East- 
land disaster.

- He-asserted, however, that the Bast- 
land disaster has not caused him to feel 
that it is desirable for the government 
to have the power to rule on the stabil- 
ity of boats. That function, he held, 
properly rests with the underwriters 
and not with the government. 

“We should have the authority to. 
review the findings of local inspectors 
relative to the passenger carrying ca- 
pacity of the boats,” said Secretary 
Redfield. “That is a thing we should 
ask for. As it stands, now; a board 
of two inspectors fixes the capacity, 
and the only power we have in connec- 
tion with it is that of dismissal of the 
inspectors if they are found to be incom- 
petent. This, of course, is one of the 
points upon which this investigation is 
turning. 

“Misuse of power by inspectors also 
ean result in ‘their dismissal.’’ 

The secretary expressed the opinion 
that his department réquires a larger 


force of skilied itnapectors, although he 


believes that much of the work is now 
performed in a creditable manner. His 
general attitude toward the investigatian 
of the inspectors of the Eastland by the 
coroner’s jury was one of “ let the chips 
fall where they may.” 


- DAY’S TESTIMONY _ 
SHOWS TANKS EMPTY. 


The first witness of the day sessions was 
John Ryan, Clark street bridge tender. 
** About 7:10 o'clock I saw the boat list,” 
Ryan said. “I mentioned it to James 
Farrell, a policeman, but he said that the 
water ballast tanks would fix that in a 
minute. Then it went over.” 

In answer to a question by Dr. Evans, 
foreman of the jury, the witness said that 
the line between the Eastland and the 
tug Kenosha was slack throughout the 
accident. 


Ballast Tanks Empty. 
Fred G. Snow of 405 North Dearborn 
street, second assistant engineer of the 
Eastland, said he went on duty at 6 o'clock 
a, m. , 
Q.—What was the condition of the bal- 
last tanks when you came aboard? A.— 
I think they were empty. 
Q.—Whose duty is it to fill or empty the 
ballast tanks? A.—The engineer's duty. 
Q.--How did you know when to put 
}water'in the tanks? A.—I did not know 
much about the Eastland’s ballast sys- 
tem. I had only been employed on the 
boat two days before the accident. 
Q.—What tanks did you use on Satur- 
day morning? A.—Tanks Nos. 2 and 3. 
Q.—Why didn’t you use all five of the 
tanks? A.—The engineer told me to use 
only 2 and 3 as they responded most 
quickly. 


Had 15 Minutes’ Schooling. 
Q.—How much instruction Wid you re- 
ceive as to the Eastland’s ballast system 
when you came aboard as an assistant 
engineer? 
after-many questions said he had received 
from ten to fifteen minutes’ instruction 
and that after that he felt competent to 
handle the pumps. He said the chief 
engineer, an oiler, and himself were in the 
engine room when the accident occurred, 
but he was unable to say who turned the 
valves which adnlitted omer to the boat's 
tanks: - - 

Q. [By Mr. Hoyne)—Did you not ask 
when you came on duty whether the tanks 
were full or empty? A.—No. 

Q:-Isn't it a fact that this cock you 
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were using Saturday was a high one and 
you had to empty all the tanks in order to 
load? A.—I don't know. 

Q.—What was the capacity of the tanks? 
A.—I don't know. 

Q.—If it took you seventeen minutes to 
attempt to right the boat, was there no 
talk between you and Erickson about the 
failure of the boat to respond? A.—Very 
little. _ Erickson once aaid, “I think 
you've caught her, all right,” but we 
hadn't. 

Old Clipping Produced. 

State's Attorney Hoyne then read from 
a clipping which he said he received 
through the mail this morning. The writer 
said it had been cut froma Chicago news- 
paper of July 18, 1904, and was an inter- 
view with Inspector Ira B. Mansfield. 

The newspaper article was admitted in 
evidence, particularly as the author quot- 
ed Capt. Ira B. Mansfield, United States 
inspector of hulls, to the effect that the 
Eastland was one of the safest boats on 
the lake and that there was never any 
dang«- of her tipping over unless the pas- 
eengers became panic stricken. 


_ Pumped Out the Tanks. 

Peter Erickson, Christiania, Norway, 
an oiler on the Eastland, testified that in 
addition to oiling the engines he some- 
times turned the valves which controlled 
the water ballast tank. — 

“About 6 o'clock I was told to pump 
out one of the tanks on the port side,” the 
witness said. “‘ We pumped out two tanks 
on both sides. We had orders to doit. 

** When she started to list Erickson said: 
*Go up and see if she is hanging on the 
dock,’ but she went over before I got up 
to look.”’

country only twenty-six months. 


Hired by His Brother. 
Again questioned by Mr. Hoyne, Erick- 
gon said he had been hired by his broth- 
er and that, to the best of his knowledge, 
he had not been recommended for em- 
ployment by Inspector Robert Reid. 

“I was in Norway. I wanted to goto 
sea. My father would not let me, so my 
brother sent for me,’’ the witness said. 

Then Erickson said the boat had often 
listed away from its dock at Rush street 
and that in bringing it back to a vertical 
position ridges or steel plates which 
jutted from the boat’s side would catcd 
on the dock. 

“This happened nearly every day,” 
young Drickson said. ‘‘ The boat was al- 
ways drifting to one sidd or the other."’ 

Q.—Have you seen your brother since 
you were arrested? A.—Yes. 

Q.—What did he say? A.—He told me 
to tell the truth. 

Q.—Did he tell you why the boat sank? 
A.—He said he did not know why the boat 
turned over, but he thought it was either 
on the river bottom or was overloaded on 
top. 


The First Mate’s Story. 

Delbert Fisher, first mate on the Bast- 
land since June 12, 1915, whose home is in 
St. Joseph, told the jury he received $100 
a month. 

The witness stated that according to the 
ship's log the boat was on its fortieth 
trip this season. 

Q.—During the forty trips how many 
times did it list until passengers were 
frightened? A.—Never. 

_The witness said that he had known 
Inspector Robert Reid for twelve years 
but that he had never had any business 
relations with the inspector.

522 YET MISSING 
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Salvage Experts Assert It Wil 
Require Two Weeks 10 
Bring Up Ship. 


Five hundred and twenty-two persons 
still were missing last night from those 
who embarked Saturday on the annual 


'lWestern Electric company excursion 


aboard the ill fated Bastland. However, 
the actual number of bodies pinned be- 
neath the wreckage of the capsized vessel 
will not be known for at least two weeks. 

Such was the situation after actual 
work of righting the overturned steamer 
had been in progress more than three 
hours. It will require at least fourteen 
days to raise the ship, Capt. Cummings 
of the wrecking tug Favorite announced 
following a survey of the Eastland.

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Begin Work of Raising Ship. 

Righting of the Eastland, said to be 
one of the most difficult wrecking tasks 
ever presented on the great lakes, began 
in the afternoon almost immediately after 
the arrival of the big salvage ship Fa- 
vorite, of the Dunham Towing company 
fleet, from Duluth. 

Divers brought from Duluth descended 
from the Favorite and with pneumatic 
hammers fitted with cold chisels began 
cutting away the steel upper works of 
the Eastland. It will take the remainder 
of the week at least to complete this 
part of the work, Capt. Cummings de- 
clared. 


How They Will Work. 

This morning workmen will begin seal- 
ing all the openings in the hull of the East- 
land below the shallow water line. As 
soon as the divers complete cutting away 
the superstructure they will start bur- 
rowing beneath the hull lying on its side. 
When they have tunneled through, giant 
chain cables will be placed under the 
Eastland, brought over the side lying 
above the water, and derricks of the sal- 
vage steamers will begin lifting the 
steamer to an upright position. in the 
meantime the interior of the hull will be 
chopped out and lifted from the craft. 

When the chain cables are hitched to 
the salvage ship derricks, pumps will be- 
gin draining water from the interior of 
the Dastland.

WEATHER TRIES TO SQUARE

Forecaster Says Present Brand Is 
an Effort to Equalize Offerings 
for the Season.

J. Cox says. 

The unurual amount of rain which has 
fallen during the last few weeks has 
caused much unfavorable comment. 

“The wettest year I ever saw,” Many 
a loyal Chicagoan has toid some visitor 
as he jumped nimbly across a puddle. 

“It seems as if the weather is working 
both ways to get itseif to normal,” said 
Mr. Cox last night. ‘ Until about May 1 
the precipitation had been well below 
norma!, while the temperature was sev- 
eral hundred degrees in excess of normal. 
Beginning May 1, however, conditions 
were reversed. 

“The temperature was below normal 
for May, June, and July, while the pre- 
cipitation went in the other direction. 
Now the precipitation figures for the year 
are just about normal, but the tempera- 
ture tota!] is sti considerably in excess 
of the average.” 

On July 1, for example, the weather 
bureau's figures showed a deficit below 
norma! precipitation of .45 of an inch and 
an excess in temperature of 443 degrees. 
Rains during July have turned the deficit 
into slight excess in precipitation, while 
the cool weather has cut the total excess 
in temperature more than @ degrees. 

For today and tomorrow Mr. Cox prom- 
ises no especially attractive weather.

BACK WAR COLLEGE PLANS. 

Immediately after the failure of the last congress 
to pass defense legislation Tux Trisunx called at- 
tention to the necessity of concentrating defense 

propaganda on the general need of better defenses 

and preparing public opinion to support plans pro- 
posed by our military authorities. The danger of 
scattering influence or perverting it to the stpport of 
ill advised proposals was pointed out then, and Tux 
Trreuns therefore heartily indorses the following 
appeal made by Secretary Garrison: 

“I feel sure that all sensible, patriotic citizens 
wish to see a wise, practical, adequate military pol- 
- ley proposed and agreed upon. We are working to 
do otr part toward that end. If all those who wish 
to see a proper policy adopted will devote themselves 
to showing the necessity of such proper policy and 
abstain from discussing its details until] the plan is 
disclosed as a whole, the very best possible results 
may be attained.” Es

THEY WON’T ENLIST. 

One of the recent expressions of extreme pacifism 
is the organization of the Anti-Enlistment league, 
the members of’ which sign a pledge “against enlist- 
mént as a volunteer for any military or naval serv- 
ice in international war, and against giving my 
approval to such enlistment on the part of others.” 

At a meeting July 4 (!), held in a Boston church, 
over 100 men and boys signed cards pledging them- 
selyes, according to the Boston Herald, never to 
enlist or “to assist any army or navy in murdering 
their brothers.” | 

Organized nonresistance, already existing in the 
Quaker denomination, is not destined to spread 
among a people like the American, and it would 
certainly be a mistake to take it seriously enough 
to attack the clergyman who is at the head of the 
league. That would only make a martyr of him 
and advertise his efforts among the sentimental im- 
‘ pressionables. There are not lacking men who will 
refrain from.enlisting on grounds less excusable than 
those this clergyman advances. They are more 
numerous than the nonresistants will ever be, and 
for them the system of universal service is an ad- 
mirable medicine. 


NATIONAL STRENGTH CONSIDERED 
GEOGRAPHICALLY. 

Hilaire Belloc, who represents intelligent mili- 
tary opinion, finds the Germans’ position geograph- 
ically weak inasmuch as the territory held by them, 
whether within or without the confines of the 
empire, presents four corners which must be held 
- at all hazards. They are represented by East 
Prussia and Silesia, Belgium and Alsace. 

His reasons for the conclusion that these four 
cofmers constitute a stfuctural weakness are not as 
clear as Belloc usually makes his reasoning, al- 
though it is apparent that the defense of four cor- 
ners would be more difficult than the defense of a 
eenter. What Belloc seems to magnify is the essen- 
tial importance of the four corners to the Germans. 
They are important but not vital | 

On the allies’ side there seems to be a geograph- 
ical disadvantage which is real. They were ex- 
posed to superior German preparedness at points 
essential to their welfare. France finds that a 
considerable percentage of her mining and man 
ufacting district is in possession of the Germans 
because it was directly in the line of advance. 

It would have been better for France if she could 
Ihave exposed, say, the. Midi, to this attack, except 
ag that might have affected her seaports. — 
- ‘Mines and factories are of the highest importance 
_in the conduct of the war and the loss of a mining 
and manufacturing district is serious to the nation 
which suffers it and the gain of such a district is 
important to the nation which gets it. Germany 
has been strengthened .and.-France weakened 

Beigium also is a mining 
country and it is in the possession of the Germans 
to the further accretion of their power. It was 
their fortune to find a mining and factory country 
exposed to them on a direct line for the movement 
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of their greatest strength. If they had been able 
with like ease to overrun Serbia it would have 
been relatively unimportant. 

Russia also exposed its rich mining and factory 
region In Poland to the direct German attack and 
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acter of the land which Germany was able to 
occupy. Bven Great Britain has been at the 
disadvantage of having its fishing banks open 
to the easiest line of submarine attack and if the 
question of a food supply ever became a serious 
one to the British isles the handicap to the fishing 
industry might become an important item in the 
war, 

If there be a geographical embarrassment It 
would seem to injure the allies more than the 
Germans, who not only have the strategic advan- 
tage of fighting on the interior lines but who have 
the vitals of their empire incased in much land 
which might be taken before the real heart and 
strength of the nation were affected. 


IF WE HAVE A MAN, HE’S SHERMAN. 
If Illinois is to present a favorite son to the

It is not by reasoning and it is not 
by information, because both are confused, especial- 
ly in a campaign, but it is a remarkably sound 
process nevertheless. 

One has only to compare what occasionally 
gets into the vice presidential office with what 
material is chosen for president to understand how 
the subconscious if not conscious intelligence of the 


| nation works when the chief place is to be filled. 


The electorate has savvy if not definite information. 
Savvy is personal information and intelligence plus 
national consciousness, and it works. 

There is no one other than Sherman in Illinois 
who is worth the mention before the next Re- 
publican national convention. He may or may not 
be. He has had long service and has talent and 
character. He is known. He is not ephemera). 
The savvy of the nation might recognize him. It 
might not. But it will mot recognize any other 
person in Illinois, in our opinion.

MOVIE CENSORSHIP. 


[From the Saturday Evening Post. } 
The instinct to look after your neighbor's 


morals—however unsuccessful you may be in 
looking after your own—is ineradicable in 
human nature. If printing were a new art—in- 
vented, say, in the nineteenth century—it would 
undoubtedly be under a comprehensive censorship. 
There would be a college of censors in the postal 
department to scrutinize every printed sheet that 
went through the mails. There would be state 
censors whose political activities had been of 
such nature as to inspire the governor with great 
faith in their genera) discretion. 

New Nork, Chicago, and other large cities would 
have local boards probably affiliated with the 
police department and very zealous in seeing that 
the minds of the young were not corrupted by 
printed words which tended to raise doubts of the 
police department's intelligence and integrity. 
Recent issues of Chicago newspapers contain- 
ing information that policemen had been indicted 
for grafting would have appeared with the cor- 
rupting columns carefully blaeked over in the 
Russian manner. 


Motion pictures are a new art, and a compli- 
cated eystem of censorship is growing up round 
them. There is no particular reason for censor- 
ing motion pictures more than anything else, 
except that they are new and their unsettled 
status gives the censorious instinct a chance to 
assert itself. Crime of all sorts is constantly 
described in print that ig within the reach of any 
literatd child possessed of a penny, It is con- 
stantly shown on the stage, the illusion of which 
is more powerful than that of the motion pic- 
ture. Motion picture men themselves set and 
supported the national board of censors because 
they wished the public to be assured that the 
entertainments were such as the public’s wives 


and. children could see without offense. A lot

WORM INVESTIGATION. 

HE old idea that a man’s home was 

his castle and that within that 

castle he was privileged to doas he 

pleased, regardless of his fellow 

man, does not stand the test of 
modern civilization. It was founded on 
the thought that what a man did within 
his home did not and could not harm his 
neighbors. Every experience of society 
teaches us that what a man pays for what 
happens in his own home is but a part of 
the cost. The neighbors pay a big part 
of the bill ‘ 

Now comes Prof. Stiles of the public 
health service, who proves that, if a man 
hes a privy on his lot, the neighbors’ chil- 
dren for a considerable distance before, 
back, on each side, have worms, and, 
furthermore, that, because they have 
worms, they do not get on average well 
at school, 


~~ 
Prof. Stiles tnvestigated all of the 
children in a city of 80,000. Of the white 
children examined, 86.73 per cent had 
infestation with some kind of w 
The largest percentage of cases were in- 
fected with monads, a form of parasites 
which live in the small intestines and 
do but little harm—12.75 per cent. Hook- 
worm was present in 10.69 per cent. The 
other parasites in the order named were 
amoeba [a form of dysentery), round 
worms, whipworms, and tapeworms. Of 
the nogro children 49.12 per cent—prac- 
tically one-half—were infested; and 27.98 
per cent of the children were infested 
with round worms. 

Evidently a negro woman should give 
her children santonin about once a year. 
The other infestations follow in the order 
named: Whipworm, ameba, monads, 
| hookworm, and tapeworm. Negroes are 
| not very subject to hookworms or pin- 
worms. ; 

Thirty-nine of the children had twe 
varieties of parasites fn their intestines. 
Three of the children had three varieties.

ONA ELBONORA CENCI, Prin- 
cess of Vicovaro, who was the 
daughter of the late Lorillard 
Spencer of New York, seems to 
have died with a poor opinion of 
the common sense and experience with 
the world ef her only daughter and 
heiress, the half-American Dona Beatrice 
Cenci, although she is in the neighbor- 
hood of 40. 
Her mother in her will, which has just 
been probated in New York, and which 
disposes of several million dollars in 


America and also deals h property in 
Italy, France, and Sw ie in each 
of which countries th@ late ess main- 
tained residences and big establishments, 
virtually intrusts the guardianship of her 
daughter to a couple of friends. 


Countess Cesar Gianotti, who died the 
other day. Countess Gianotti was the 
daughter and heiress of the great Amer- 
ican tobacco magnate, Francis Sherwood 
Kinney of New York, and her husband 
was for three decades grand master of 
ceremonies and of the palaces of the 
present king of Italy and of his father. 

Of the two daughters of Countess Gia- 
notti, one is Bona Marcella, wife of the 
Cavalieri Frescotti of the Italian diplo« 
matic service. She is to receive $5,000 a 
year from the late princess’ estate in con- 
nection with her services as guardian of 
Beatrice Cencl. If Dona Marcelle dies, 
the duty of guardian and the galary at- 
tached thereto go to her younger sister, 
Maria, married to Count Balbi. 

= 

In her will the Princess of Vicovaro 
directs that Dora Marcella Frescottl, or 
failing her, her sister, Countess Maria 
Balbi, shall have the power “to send 
away any person or persons living with 
dr visiting my daughter whom she be- 
lieves may be imposing upon her, or whom 
she thinks it may not be for the best 
interests of my daughter to have with 
her.” 

The princess also, in mentioning her 
daughter, declares that “she is inex- 
perienced in matters of business, never 
having received any training in this re- 
spect, and never having had to occupy 
herself with business or money matters.’’ 
She therefore finds it necessary that 
there should be some one to “ supervise ” 
her daughter, and “to see that she is 
always well cared for, and as happy as 
possible.” 

Consequently she requeste the two 

daughters of the late Countess Gianotti 
to act as mother to her girl, although 
the latter is considerably their senior. 
It must not, however, be imagined from 
all this that Dona Beatrice is mentally 
afflicted. The late princess contemplated 
the possibility of her marriage and made 
provision for any children who might be 
born of such a union,

In France it is entirely different. Off- 
cers, noncommissioned officers, and even 
privates will_sit at the same table in a 
spirit of good fellowship. A private will 
not feel embarraseed at facing his cap- 
tain, or even his colonel, across the white 
cloth of a restaurant. Each will talk 
freely to the other. 

In the cabarets behind the trenches a 
captain and a corporal will bend their 
heads over a chess board, while the cor- 
poral's comrades will comment on the 
game between puffs from pipes and 
cigarets. 

Of course this absence of caste is largely 
due to the fact that, thanks to the sys- 
tem of general obligatory military sery- 
ice, the private may be a marquis, a 
count, a great territorial magnate, or a 
multi-millionaire. * Indeed, there are 
many cases in which he may have to ac- 
cept orders from his servant, if the 
servant happens to be a corporal or a 
sergeant. Thus the officer is the same to 
the private, whether the soldier be prince

In spite of the native exuberance of 
character of the sons of certain portions 
of France, eepecially the south, the men 
never seem to take improper advantage 
of this absence of aloofness on the part 
of their officer, who, especially in the in- 
fantry. is generally modest in origin and 
limited in purse, owing his advancement 
either to hard work or to exceptional] 
bravery. Discipline never suffers, and 
the French army furnishes a striking 
proof that it can exist without the main- 
tenance of the spirit of caste.

The moment that there is a question of 
duty or of military work in hand, the 
sternest discipline prevails. It is a disci- 
pline which even in time of peace pun- 
ishes by death an assault upon a superior 
officer. Authority strikes hard and re- 
lentiessly when it is disobeyed in an 
essential. 

The discipline is all the easier, how- 
ever, to bear from the knowledge among 
the men that there is behind it a strong 
feeling of friendship and sympathy on the 
part of the officers whose duty it is to 
enforce it. 

The present war has illustrated tn a 
superlative degree the advantages of 
these methods, and even the Socialists 
themselves, who until a year ago were so 
noisy and #80 violent in their denuncia- 
tlon of the vices of barrack and regi-

The Illinois state board of health is now en- 
gaged in establishing as a part of its newer 
services, made possible through action of the 
Forty-ninth general assembly, a sanitary engi- 
neering bureau. This bureau will be manned 
with experts competent to give advice and 


matters as water supplies, sewage, garbage 
and other waste disposal, ventilation, lighting, 
heating, and plumbing in schoolhouses, hotels, 
éleemosynary institutions, and other public 
and semi-public buildings; sanitation of fair 
grounds, picnic groves, summer resorts, con- 
struction camps, etc., and to such other sani- 
tary problems as lend themselves to engineer- 
ing treatment. It is expected that the services 
of this bureau will be available on or before 
Aug. 15. At the outset it will be confronted 
with heavy demands for its services in confec- 
tion with the sanitation of schoolhouses, de- 
mands which are the early reguit of recently 
enacted amendments to the state school law. 
Requests for the services of this bureau, ad- 
dressed to the secretary of the state board of 
health, Springfield, LIL., will receive the earliest 
possible attention.

condition; that the life preservers when 
thrown into the water broke like paper; 
that the East river was strewn with 
granulated cork, showing the effect of 
rotten life belts; that fire drills were 
seldom held, and when they were ‘they 
were a farce. } 

After these extensive and expensive In- 
vestigations were concluded what was the 
result? The old captain, Van Schaick, I 
think, by name, was imprisoned for a few 
months and then released to retire on a 
farm. 

If your records show that I am reason- 
ably correct I would like to have the mat- 
ter given a prominent place in THe TRIB- 


UNE and a copy of it maiied to those who 


will have charge of the Investigations now 
being made in our city. 
Let us hope that better results will be 
obtained in Chicago.

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SAFETY IN AMERICAN SHIPBUILDING. 


THE EASTLAND DISASTER. 


{From the Marine News (N ew York). Issue for August.] 


true, that, with all of its laws, rules, 
and regulations for the safety of life 
and property afloat, the United States 
has no laws, rules, or regulations gov- 
erning the construction of vessels. Sad 
to say, the Eastland disaster in Chicago 
discloses that the cause of the overturn- 
ing of that ship was due to faulty design. 
It seems that the underbody of the 
ship was not sufficiently capacious and 
wubstantiail safely to carry her superstruc- 
ture, considering her use. Information 
at hand is thet her below-deck water 
tanks had to be full at all times in order 


|: is almost inconceivable, but it is 


_|to ineure the ship's stability, and there 


is reason to believe that one or more of 
these tanks hed purposely been emptied to 
give the vessel more freeboard, at the 
expense of stability. 

The object in view was the loading of 
the ship to the limit of her capacity with 
passengers—erratic, uncertain, shifting, 
practically uncontrollable passengers— 
passengers whose whims or curiosity 
would cause them, to the number of 
hundreds, to rush from one side of the 
ship to the other, so quickly that unless 
the ship was unusually stable and strong 
the danger was always present of her 
capsizing. 


Unreliable Inspection Service. 

The record of the Eastland, from the 
time of its construction, in 1908, until 
it capsized at the dock in Chicago, was 
one of “crankiness,” undoubtedly dne 
to faulty design that her owners from 
time to time tried to remedy, but which 
they failed to overcome. 

When the inspectors of the United 
States Steamboat Inspection service ex- 
amined it doubtless they found a well 
constructed, thoroughly equipped, full- 
crewed ship, but the fundamental fault— 
that of unstable design—evidently was 
overlooked, or, if noticed at all, was 
passed over, perhaps, because in matters 
of design the inspectors themselves were 
not competent to form judgment, and 
who relied upon what they considered the 
superior, or at least competent because 
experienced, judgment of her designers 
and her builders. 

It is true that both designers and build- 
ers of ships should be experts on stability. 
n this case if they were competent, they 
were negligent; and, if incompetent, the 
federal authorities were unable to dis- 
cover their incompetence. Therein seems 
to le the fundamental fault. 


Incompetent to Pass Upon Design. 
The laws, rules, and regulations gov- 
erning the United States Steamboat In- 
spection service are old fashioned, cum- 
bersome, inadequate. The personnel of 
the service is far from being equal to 
its great responsibilities, charged as it 
is with safety of life and property afloat. 
The inspectors of hulls {n most cases 
are chipmasters, men competent enough 


oo —— 


to navigate vessels, but who generally 
have only the slightest knowledge of the 
fundamentals of ship design, and none 
too extensive knowledge fitting them to 
pass judgment upon the thoroughness of: 
construction. 

Quite likely they are able to examine 
the life saving equipment and pass fair 
judgment upon its efficiency and suf- 
ficiency. In the details of tMmepection, 
after the vessels have been designed 
and built, possibly the qualifications of 
inspectors are sufficient. But in design 
—particularly in rules of design—and to 
a considerable extent in construction, as 
a rule their judgment is of no account. 

And, precisely because of such lack of 
knowledge, we have such a disaster as 
that which caused the overturning of the 
Eastland. The inspectors of boilers [and 
machinery] are usually marine engineers, 
or bollermakers, and as a rule they are 
better qualified in their department to 
pass upon the efficiency and sufficiency of 
the ships’ mechanical equipment than 
are the inspectors of what is known as the 


“hull department.” 


Inspectors Who Do Not “Inspect.” 


There ie another feature of the U. 5. 
Steamboat Inspection service that it is de- 
sirable to hold up to public criticism and; 
condemnation at this tne: We refer to 
the fact that assistant inspectors almost 
invariably make the examinations of 
steam vessels, men whose competence 
need not be and generally is not equal to 
that of local inepectors. 

Strange as it may appear in the larger 
part of steam vessels “ certificated,” 
there has been no actual, or technical, 
inepection. Usually where there are as- 
sistant inspectors of steam veesels they 
are assigned by the local inspector “ to 
examine for inspection”’’ this or that 
steamer. 

They record tn a smal]! book the details 
of the vessels age they find them. With 
this in hand the local inspectors issue the 
certificates “‘ of inspection "’ to these ves- 
sels, which, as a matter of fact, all they 


have ingepected is the report of the as- 


sistant inspectors who “ examined for in- 
spection ’’ the vessel in point. 

Thus the criminal and penal responst- 
bility of inspection devolves upon the 
inspectors who sign the certificates of 
inspection, but who rarely themselves in- 
spect the vessels; and the assistant in- 
spectors, whose “examination for in- 
spection "’ of vessel constitutes, generally 
speaking, all of the inspection it rece/ves, 
are absolved of all criminal or penal re- 
sponsibility. 

Again, when accidents happen, as in 
the present instance, the law requires 
that the local inspectors shall investigate 
them—the very inspectors who, if at fault 
in any of the details of the vessel's inspec- 
tion, are required by law to expose their 
fault and condemn themselves. 


BISHOP STARTS 
LIABILITY HUNT 
Public Administrator Will- 
ing to Act for Eastland 
Heirs if Possible. 


James F.. Bishop, public administrator 
of Cook county, yesterday began a 
search of the federal and state statutes 
to determine whether action for money 
damages would lie againet the steam- 
ship corporations involved in the East- 
land disaster. 

His interest in the tragedy was quick- 
ened when heirs of two of the victims 
requested him to act in handling the 
estates. 


 €riminal Negligence Issue. 

Mr. Bishop, while not ready to express 
a definite opinion, said he believed if 
criminal negligence was shown and 
proved by the federal and state inquiries 
the steamboat corporations could be held 
for all their assets, ag far as they would 
go in pro rata distribution among the 
heirs of the 1,000 dead. 


“Tdable,” Sabath Says. 

Congressman A. J. Sabath, representing 
the Bohemian societies, said: — 

“J am eatisfied all the assets of the 
steamship companies involved can be at- 
tached. There are many statutes, both 
federal and state, that may oonfiict in 
some particulars. but I believe the com- 
meroe act, particularly the liability of 
common carriers, can be made to apply 
to this case.”

ELEVEN NEUTRAL VESSELS 
MAY FLY AMERICAN FLAG. 


Secretary Lansing Says There Will 
Be No Complications from Change 
of Registry. 

Washington, D. C., July 28.—[Special.] 
—That the United States ie not likely to 
become involved in international compli- 
cations by admitting eleven ships flying 
flags of neutral foreign nations to Ameri- 
can registry was the information given 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce Sweet 
today by Secretary of State Lansing. As 
a result it is likely that the department 
will authorize the transfer of the ships 
to American registry. 

A newly created Delaware corporation, 
capitalized at $2,500,000, proposes to op~ 
erate the vessels under the name of the 
American Transatlantic company. They 
would be used in South American trade 
pending peace. 

The application has been held up by 
the commerce department for weeks be- 
cause of a suspicion that the money for 
the purchase of the ships was being fur- 
nished by a German citizen named Stin- 
ness. It wae claimed that it had been 
found that Stinness supplied the money 
to a Danish citizen named Jensen, who 
had been put in jail for blockade running.

New York, July 28.—[Special.)—Sixteen 
bodies of former residents of New York 
who were victims of the Eastland disae- 
ter in Chicago arrived at the Pennsyl- 
vania station this afternoon. 

Mrs. John 8. Braitsch brought back the 
bodies of her husband and five children. 
Mrs. Braitech's youngest child, Marie, 5 
months old, was torn from her arms as 
the steamer toppled over. The mother

Later 
these “receipts” were found to be con- 
tracts binding the signers to pay extor- 
tionate rates of interest. 


Old Woman Victimized. 

Ome case, that of an old woman left 
destitute by the death of a son of 19 years, 
caused officials of the Western Piectric 
company to notify Chief Healey, The 
woman had signed a “ recetpt ’ showing 
she had received $100. It was found that 
the loan shark had her note, which she 
thought was a receipt, for $500. 

Many cases where undertakers had 
forced expensive coffins and funera! serv- 
ices on widows and orphans were report- 
ed. Officials of the Western Electric com- 
pany refused to give out the names of any 
of these undertakers. 


Accuses Politician-Undertaker. 

Mre. Olaf Hammerstad of 3412 South 
Wood street told reporters that a man 
who holds political office and also is in the 
undertaking business told her she would 
have to pay $25 to have the body of her 
daughter removed to her residence if she 
did not give him the contract for burying 
the body. 

“I was so grief stricken that I tola 
him he could have the funeral," said Mrs. 
Hammerstad. “I don't know how much 
he will charge.”’ 


The Job “Swindle.” 

The attention of Chief Healey was 
called to an advertisement in an after- 
noon paper asking for draftemen to 
work for the Western Electric company. 
The address for applicants was givenasa 
room in the Ashland block. When appli- 
cants got there they found a man named 
R. H. Carr in charge. Later they told 
Western Electric officiale that he said 
they would be immediately put to work 
on payment of $100. Many of them are 
said to have paid this sum, and when 
they applied at the Western Blectric 
plant were told that they had been de- 
frauded. Carr was taken into custody on 
orders from Chief Healey.

Washington, D. C., July 28.—[{Special.] 
—Although President Wilson and his ad- 
visers and the country are aroused to 
the necessity of adequate national de- 
fense, it is becoming apparent that any 
progressive program of preparedness will 
encounter tremendous opposition in con- 


gress. 

The attitude of former Secretary of 
State Bryan is encouraging antagonism 
to a comprehensive reorganization of the 
army, the development of a reserve and 
the strengthening of the navy. 

While Senator Chamberlain of Oregon, 
chairman of the senate committee on mil- 
itary affairs, proclaims himself in favor 
of a reasonable program of development, 
Representative Hay, chairman of the’ 
house committee on military affairs, does 
not vouchsafe even that encouragement 
to the advocates of adequate defense. 


“If the president or Secretary Garrison 
or Secretary Daniels has any plans to 
make extraordinary preparation for na- 
tional. defense,. I do not know about it 
from any source,”” Mr. Hay said. 
that I know about any elaborate pro- 
gram to increase the army and navy has 
come to me through the newspapers. 

“TIT have not heard from the president 
on the subject and have not conferred 
with Secretary Garrison. I have no bill 
ready to introduce in the next house and 
have not thought seriously of framing 
one. ‘ 
“Unless something unexpected hap- 
pens I will be chairman of the military 
affairs committee, but the members of 
that committee have not been elected by 
the house and will not be until congress 
meets, 

Knows No Change in Sentiment. 

“I have not found among the people 
any real demand for changing our pres- 
ent policy of providing for national de- 
Many of our people came to this 
country years ago to escape militarism 
and enforced army service.

AUTOMOBILE FISHING TRIPS. 


UDGING from our mail the idea has 
eccurred te many motorist-fisher- 
men to get to nearby fishing waters 
by auto and to reduce expenses and 
adaé to the enjoyment of the trip by 

camping out instead of putting up at a 
hotel. A good many seem to be wrestling 
with the old what-to-take probiem. 

When the motor car first became popu- 
lar numerous “ kitchenettes,” lunch kits 
and.other contraptions were put on the 
market that were worse than useless. 
Now there are some really worth-while 
devices of this kind. 

The best tent for this purpose we know 
of is the Outing Home. It is made of 
khaki and measures eight and one-half 
by seven feet. It can be used either asa 
baker or wall tent. The bed which is a 
part of the outfit js forty-six inches wide 
and six and a half feet long. The entire 
outfit goes in a trunk measuring forty- 
eight by ten by eighteen inches, which 
rides on the running board. The trunk 
serves as a wardrobe when the tent is 
up or with ite folding lege az a table. 
Weight, complete, one hundred and 
thirty-five pounds. 

Amother good kink is the Moat's kitch- 
enette. The four party size consists of a 
folding three burner gasoline stove with 
oven and cooking and eating outfit for 
four people. Folded it measures twenty- 
four by eighteen by twelve inches and 
weighs only fifty pounds.

ENJOIN COMPTON, 
LAWYERS AGREE 


St. Louis, Mo., July 28.—Attorneys for 
the St. Louis Federals and Kansas City 
association agreed today that a perma- 
nent injunction be issued to prevent Bash 
Compton from playing in the Federal cir- 
cult. The Circuit court granted the in- 
junction. 

Stipulation of coursel, filed with the 
court, stated that the fine of $500 imposed 
on Compton for jumping to the Federals 
would be remitted and that his salary of 


$2,200 would be paid. 


Compton Not Free Agent. 

Officials of the Federal club said they 
gave up the contest for Compton's serv- 
ices because they had discovered he was 
not a free agent, but was still bound by 
his Kansas City contract. 

Compton will play with the St. Louis 
Feds next year, according to P. D. C. Ball, 
vice president. 

“To add to the tangle, President Hedges 
of the Braves is expected to make a strong 
legal fight for Compton's services. Kan- 
sas City got Compton from Hedges on a 
“farming out” agreement by which the 
tleider was to be returned to Hedges. 

Under the rules of the National agree- 
ment Compton now is an outlaw, under 
automatic suspension for three years be- 
cause he played two games with the St. 
Louis Federals last Saturday. What dis- 
position Kaneas City will make of him, 
or whether Kansas City will ask the Na- 
tional commission to reinstate him, re-

Lord Northcliffe Confident 
of Final Victory of Allies 


On this, the anniversary of the 
first of declarations of war that 
led to the present world conflict— 
Austria against Serbia—the United 
Press asked Lord Northcliffe, Eu- 
rope’s most widely known pub- 
lisher, to summarize the first year 
ef the war. His views on the re- 
spomee to that request follow: 


BY LORD NORTHCLIFFE. 
[Copyright: 1915: By the United 
Press.] 

LONDON, July 28.—These are my views 
of the war from my own purely individual 
British standpoint. 

First, I desire to give credit to the Rus- 
sians, who enabled a nonmilitary and un- 
prepared nation Mke ourselves to hold off 
colossal German attacks at the beginning 
of the war. 

Secondly, I desire to say that the efforts 
of France are insufficiently appreciated 
in the United States and toa lesser extent 
in Great Britain. Owing to the efforts of 
socialistic politicians and professional 
peace mongers, France was not prepared 
for the sudden German onslaught. She 
has pulled herself together in marvelous 
fashion and her army today is the best in 
the worki. Her losses, nobly borne, 
amount, I believe, to nearly a millon and 
a half killed, wounded, and missing. 

> 


Of the efforts of little Belgium I need 
not speak to Americans. The valor of the 
small Belgian army is only equaled by 
the magnificent generosity of the Ameri- 
can people, who are enabling the Bel- 
gians to exist. Italy, Serbia, tiny Monte- 
negro are all entitled to great praise. 

Of our own part in the war it isa little 
invidious for an Englishman to speak, 
but there has not, I think, been due rec- 
ognition in the United States and Canada 
of the fact that our fleet has swept the 
Germans from the seas and holda billions 
of dollars’ worth of German shipping in 
bondage. 

Submarining may increase, but so, I 
may sey without revealing secrets. are 
our means of counteracting the subma- 
rines. Our fleet has not been so badly med- 
died by the politicians as has our army. 
One of our great seamen, Fisher, resigned 
because of political interference in a cer- 
tain portion of the sea war.

We know thet we have the 
sympathy of the vast proportion of 
Americans, We know that the allies can 
finish this fight by themselves. 

The responsibility of entering into the 
bloodiest conflict in the history of the 
world is one for the American . people 
themselves to decide. My own opinion 
is that they have been well led in this 
matter up to the present. I am not able 
to fathom the reasons for the violent 
anti-American campaign conducted by 
the officiel newspapers of Germany.

*T don’t think in the whole of military 
hietory there has been a more magnificent

Expects Dardanelles Victory. 

The premier declared the British gov- 
ernment’s confidence in the results of the 
Dardanelles operations was undimin- 
ished. He emphasized his confidence in 
the victory of both the British and French 
armies engaged in the western field. 
Referring to the fact that next week 
would see the completion of a year of 
war, Mr. Asquith remarked that the Brit- 
ish fleet today was far stronger than at 
the beginning of the war. 
“After all,"” said the premier, “ this 
submarine menace; serious as it has ap- 
peared to be, is not going to inflict fatal 
or substantial injury on British trade. 
The seas are clear. We have our supply 
of food and raw materiais, upon which 
we am. the rest of the country depend, 
flowing in upon us in the same abundance 
and with the same freedom. 


Utters Note of Warning. 

The premier concluded with a note of 
caution to the country, saying: 

“Do not let us suppose that our na- 
tional duty is discharged either by send- 
ing an adequate influx of recruits to the 
army or to the various industries engaged 
in the fabrication of munitions. The duty 
has been cast upon this country, not only 
of maintaining the freedom of the seas 
and supplying large contingents of well 
equipped men for the battlefields and 
trenches, but also, to a large extent, the 
whole conduct of the war. 

“ We cannot do that if we continue to 
import and to increase our indebtedness 
to other countries, and unless we main- 
taln our great manufacturing industries.”

Capture Trenches Near San 
Martino by Bayonet 
Rushes. 


ROMB, July 27, via Paris. July 28.— 
Capture of trenches near San Martino by 
bayonet and the taking of 3,200 prisoners 
is claimed in an official statement by the 
Italian general staff. The statement 
says: 

“On the center of our Carso plateeu 
front we progressed yesterday towards 
San Martino, carrying with the bayonet 
trenches and a redoubt covering it. On 
the right wing we completed the conquest 
of a position on Monte Del. We made 
about 3,200 prisoners. 

“Our troops aavanced along the whole 

Carso front with great dash and boldness. 
conquering towards the left wing a strong 
position on San Michele commanding the 
greater part of the plateau. After being 
subjected, however, toa violent cross fire, 
our forces were obliged to fall back below 
the crest where they are maintaining 
their positions. . 
“In the Aione valley we now are in full 
possession of the heights on the right 
slope, having occupied Monte Lavanesch 
and the Pissona crest. From pointsdom- 
inating the opposite slope the enemy at- 
tacked during the night of the 26th, but 
these troops were repulsed.” 


Fall of Goritz Not Near.

LONDON, July 28.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail, referring to 
the struggle for the Careo plateau and 
Goritz, says the real key to the situa- 
tion is Monte Santo, which is fortified to 
the last Inch.

RUSSIAN LINES 


Germans Making Little Prog- 
‘Tess Before Warsaw; 
Losses Set High. 


SLAVS CONTINUE. ATTACKINE. 


LONDON, July 28.—Although the Ger- 
mans are using strong reinforcements 
of men and guns, they heve not yet suc- 
ceeded im breaking the Russian resist- 
ance either around Warsaw or in Korno 
and Courland provinces, in each of which 
sectors heavy fighting has been in 
progress for nearly a fortnight.

“ North of Serock. on both banks of the 
Narew, and south of Nasielsk, a Russian 
counter attack failed. The enemy here 
and near Roésan lost 2,500 men who were 
taken prisoner and seven machine guns. 
Before Warsaw. west of Biontle, we 
stormed the village of Piorunov, which is 
fifteen miles west of the Warsaw fort 
line. 

“In the district to the southwest of 
Gora-Kalwarya, fighting is proceeding. 
The situation of the German troops gen- 
erally is unchanged.” 


Russian Official Statement. 
PETROGRAD, July 28.—The following 
official communication wae iseued teday: 
“On the Narew front there has been a 
violent artillery fire on the left bank of 
the river up tothe Prut river. Stubborn 
fighting took place, but did gt result in 
any change. On the line of tige front of 
the right bank of the Narew we repulsed 
six attacke near the village of Budy. 
southeast of Pultusk. North of Maitdane 
we assumed the offensive and captured 
1,500 prisoners. 

“South of Sokal we have assumed the 
offensive against the enemy, whoiscross- 
ing the river near Porietzk.” 


GERMANS RETAKE CREST 
OF LINGEKOPF, IN ALSACE. 


Four Hours of Hand to Hand Fight- 
ing Result in Recovery of Most 
of Trenches Won by French. 


LONDON, July 28.—The Germans have 
robbed the French of part of the fruits 
of their victory of the day before yes- 
terday on the crest of Lingekopf, in the 
Vosges. The German official statement 
today says; “ We recaptured the trenches 
on Lingekopf which we lost, with the ex- 
ception of a small portion, after four 
hours of hand to hand fighting.” The 
French advance had been on a front of a 
mile and a third.

AIDS GROWTH OF 
RUSSIAN TRADE

Shipments Will Be Consigned 
fo Redfield, Who Will Dis- 
tribute Them in Country. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—To hasten 
restoration of trade, details of the ar- 
rangement under which the Russian em- 
bargo on exports to the United States will 
be lifted will be worked out with the 
Russian ambassador, George Bakhmeteft. 
A request that this course be taken was 
cabled to the state department today from 
Petrograd. Immediate steps will be 
taken to perfect the plan for an early re- 
sumption of trade between Russia and 
this country. 

Under the proposal accepted by the Rus- 
sian government in agreeing to lift the 
embargo, Russian shipments will ve con- 
signed to Secretary Redfield of the de 
partment of commerce, who will distri- 
pute to importers and merchants in this 
country under guarantee that no Russian 
products will find their way into countries 
at wer with Russia. 


Result of Long Discussion. 

The Russian agreement is the result of 
negotiations which have been in progress 
for months, brought about by pressure 
¢ om American importers and manufac- 
urers whose demands for Russian prod- 
“ets, particularly vetch seed for fertilizer, 
ides, skins, and mineral oil have been 
insistert, 

Several proposals were submitted by 
the state department under which private 
firms, or associations of private firms, 
would guarantee the consumption of the 
goods in this country. The Russian for- 
eign office held out for a guarantee by the 
state department itself, which the latter 
asserted it was not legally qualified to 
give. The proposal that the goods be con- 
signed to the secretary of commerce then 
was put forward and found acceptable in 
Petrograd. 


Two Ports Are Crowded. 

At present the only European Russian 
port open—Archangel, on the White sea— 
is used only for government shipments. 
The Asiatic port of Viadivostok is jammed 
with freight bound for European Russia. 

The department of commerce has sug- 
gested to shippers three overland freight 
routes through Norway and Sweden to 
Russia, with fairly good rail connections 
with the Russian interior. An under- 
standing was reached by the state de- 
partment today with the Swedish legation 
by which American shipments to and 
from Russia, via Sweden, will not be 
subject to the Swedish embargo against 
re-exportation.

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|SWIFT ATTACKS 
LAWS OF TRADE 


Tells Commission Govern- 
ment Discourages For- 
eign Commerce.
